For some of my fellow music lovers, the phrase “it’s 
electric” probably conjures up that classic ear-worm 
‘song from the '70s, The Electric Boogie, and if it 
didn't, I apologize for getting that song stuck in 
your head now. But I digress, once again, in my 
edit page for a musical reference and segway. 

Now back to show ... In reaching out to lock- 
smiths for my Upgrading to Electronics feature (page 
12), I quickly realized that this is a topic that keeps 
growing in importance for locksmiths, and one 
that has proven to be paramount to the continued 
success of the locksmith industry. This is evidenced in our State of the 
Industry survey (keep an eye out for 2024 survey coming soon) and report, 
as well as in our discussions with locksmiths, distributors, manufacturers 
and associations. 
For many locksmiths, the sounds of higher markups, bigger jobs and 
recurring revenue have them doing the “electric slide," as 
they are bringing in more revenue and profits. Locksmiths 
today are in an excellent position to take advantage of the 
many opportunities to upgrade their customers to elec- 
tronic access control solutions, as they already have the 
trust of those customers, who are much more educated 
on, and aware of what is available to them today. 

“Lused to have to be the one to try and upsell, or say, ‘by

‘As Sands points out, many times he will go to do a 
small job, like a rekey of one or two doors, and it turns into a much bigger 
electronic access control job instead, bringing in thousands instead of just 
hundreds for the rekey. 

Add to that the recurring revenue opportunities that are available, and a 
locksmith can expect to add about $30 to $40 per month, or $3,000 to $4,000 
per year, just for one customer based on the type of product installed and 
warranty provided. As Sands points out, not only does it give the customer 
peace of mind knowing they have that support just a phone call away, but it 
also provides a new revenue stream for basically doing nothing. And with 
so much that can done remotely to troubleshoot and help with any issues 
on the customer side, it means no truck rolls for the locksmith. 

With so many locksmiths making the transition to offering electronic 
control solutions, I look forward to making my “Upgrading to Electronics” 
feature a recurring series, as there is so much good content coming from 
locksmiths and others in the industry who want to share their successes 
and provide best practices and advice for others following in their path. 1

Electronic 
Access Control 


Customers are now asking for electronic access control 
solutions, and savvy locksmiths are answering the call 


s the demand for electronic access control contin- 
ues to increase in both the home and in commercial 
settings, many locksmiths are beginning to expand 
their product offerings to provide options and solu- 
tions beyond just the mechanical locks they may 
have worked solely on in the past. 

Joshua Sands, owner of Key City Locksmith and 
Security in Kansas City, Mo., and vice-president 
and director of education for the Missouri-Kansas 
Locksmith Association, says in the past he had to 
recommend electronic solutions, but now custom- 
ers are asking for it, which is a big shift 

“Lused to have to be the one to try and upsell, or 
say, ‘by the way, did you know we can also do this} 
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but now the common commercial customer seems 
to know some of the electronic solutions that are 
available to them,” says Sands. “We've gone from 
them not knowing to them knowing about it, and 
now we're seeing probably about a 20- to 30-percent 
increase of actually closing those electronic sales” 

Inaddition, Sands says electronic access reduces 
wear on and increases the life of cylinders and keys, 
noting that customers see that “as a better selling 
point for their budget than anything along the 
convenience line.” he points out. “It’s becoming 
quite common when I go to do a $100 rekey, for 
example, that it turns into a couple of thousand in 
electronic access control instead” 


‘As Sands notes, electronic access contral jobs 
‘generate more revenue than just mechanical work, 
not to mention recurring revenue options. 

“We do on average at least a three to four times 
markup on the electronic access because there is, 
so much more involved,” he explains, “We need 
to determine if they already have a building that’s 
prewired for this stuff, or do we have to go in and 
wire up the strike through the frame, through the 
wall, over to where it’s going to be controlled? 
‘And then we also have a higher cost on materials 
because an $100 commercial lever now costs $300 
or $400 because there’ electronic components built 
inside of it?” 


Getting Started 

Sands started about 12 years ago as a locksmith 
doing mechanical work for both residential and 
commercial, but quickly saw the need for elec- 
tronic access work, which has accelerated in the 
past five years. 

“We do things from standalone keypad systems 
all way up to fully integrated maglocks, electronic 
locking hardware integration with smart apps and 
analytics that can tell you who, what and when 
somebody came around ... we can do auto locking/ 
unlocking, for example” says Sands. “We person- 
ally are not fire certified, so we don't tie into fire 
systems, but we do refer out to fire alarm compa- 
nies in the area to tie in and become compliant 
with the code” 

When he first started out, Sands says he saw more 
keypad requests on the residential side because it 
was “the cool, hip thing to do ~ nobody wanted to 
carry keys anymore.” he points out. “Commercial 
didn't really want to see that spend, butas the years 
went on, Id say within at least the last five years, 
keypads on the commercial space have become a 
lot more budget friendly.” 

In addition, he says IT and loss prevention 
departments are seeing the need for an audit trail, 
or at least quick removal of credentials instead of 
calling out a locksmith and rekeying a whole build- 
ing. “Now we can just change a keypad and that’s 
alot quicker and more affordable, so the commer- 
cial industry has really picked up in the last five 
‘years or so just on these standalone access control 
devices.’ he says. 

‘Add to that retail locations, multifamily, vaca- 
tion properties and rentals or hybrid offices and 
spaces, the need for electronic access control is, 
growing exponentially, 

“They need electronic access control so that 
people can badge in and out whenever, and 
customers today feel it's a lot easier than using

physical keys,” says Sands. “I don’t think it'll ever 
replace physical security, because if something 
fails on the electronic side, as with all electron- 
ics, you're still going to need a backup. But it is 
quickly becoming one-to-one between physical 
and electronic security. So, for every new locking 
hardware, such as a physical key and knob or key 
and exit device in the commercial space, we are 
also getting the same request for what it would 
cost to make it electrified” 


Recurring Revenue 

‘Once a locksmith has installed an electronic access 
control system, there are numerous possibilities to 
earn recurring revenue, and as Sands points out, 
it adds up as you start amassing customers. Key 
City offers some type of warranty depending on 
the product, which provides the customer with 
peace of mind that there will be support beyond 
just the installation, 

“We are all about recurring revenue," Sands 
says, noting that depending on the system, he is 
seeing approximately $30-$40 per month in recur- 
ring revenue based on the warranty, which may 
include upkeep and maintenance of systems, much 
of which can be done remotely. 

“It may be a minimum cost, but over the year 
that’s an extra $300 to $400 per customer,” he notes. 
“Now if get 10 more customers that do that - that’s 
$3,000 to $4000 per year extra for hopefully doing 
nothing if there are no major issues, and if you've 
done a good job, there usually isn't. And with both 
residential and commercial, having that remote 
capability to be able to jump in quick, send the 
customer an authorized email that they can give us 
access to their system remotely and they can tell the 
system how long they want us in there ~ they like 
that convenience, control and security, and it also 
helps prevent us from rolling a truck” 
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Electronics & Access Control 


Mobile, Cloud and Data Analytics 

‘The commercial side of the business continues to embrace 
mobile credentials, and the use cases continue to multiply 
across verticals. “It falls under audit trails and ease of removing 
a credential when an employee leaves or gets fired ... instead 
of us rekeying an entire building, now we only have to change 
out five codes on five doors, or maybe they're smart enough 
on their end that they can handle this themselves, and they 
don't even call us at all” he says. 

While some customers are still a bit wary of putting every- 
thing in the cloud, the emergence of analytics, machine 
learning and AL is paving the way for more use cases involving 
the mining and leveraging of data, as well as using real-time 
information to make more informed decisions. 

Sands uses the example of today’s high-end cameras with 
‘gunshot detection, noting that there are many benefits of being 
able to use the cloud-computing power to help with many 
aspects of security and operational readiness and emergency 
response, if needed, 

“The cloud is very important and beneficial because that's 
what allows us to have these smart analytics.” he explains. “If 
the camera detects what it thinks is a gunshot, not only does 
it detect that that frequency of sound is close enough to a 
gunshot, but it also tells us approximately how far away from 
that camera itis. And if you have multiple cameras in the area, 
you can triangulate where it's coming from. The second part 
is now we've got smart analytics with this, and these cameras 
can tie into your locking system. Ifit detects a gun shot, it can 
automatically put the school on lockdown” 

‘There are also tons of benefits beyond just security if the 
customer wants to leverage the data with analytics. 

“The whole commercial industry is all about the data we 
can leverage by utilizing the cameras and the alarm system 
together with advanced software,” he explains. "No more

checking in or clocking in and out of work. The camera is set 
up to pick up human detection and knows that right around 
8:00 a.m. is when Tim is supposed to come to work, so at 
7:57, when the camera detects that’s Tim’ face, for example, 
he's clocked in for the day.” 


High Security 
In addition, Sands is seeing a demand for high security in 
conjunction with electronic access for audit trail capabilities. 

“Not only do you have to have a UL 437 physical key on 
important areas of the hospital, for example, but now they 
also have a camera watching it with certain number of hours 
of backup,” he explains. “The cannabis industry is another 
good example, as you need to have at least a restricted level 
key in most jurisdictions that I have researched, Plus, camera 
systems that watch these certain areas for anywhere from 72 
hours up to two weeks of recording. There are some states 
that are very high on that recording time. ‘This is great for 
us because that’s a lot of money to save that data, but it gets 
quite cumbersome trying to find the logistics of how to get 
two to four weeks of recording into a place that doesn't take 
up a whole mainframe” 

Looking big picture, Sands see an increase in smart cities, 
and points to projects like Millennium Park in Chicago where 
cameras and systems were installed, noting that similar proj- 
ects are popping up in cities across the U.S., in addition to 
small businesses and homes embracing new technology. 

“We've done such a great job in just 15 years of going from 
detecting strange bags and things that may be a threat to 
making our life so much easier and safer," he says. “Now we're 
coming down to the small mom and pop shops that want their 
keypad access and cameras, and we can implement all this 
smart technology to make their lives easier. 

“I cannot wait to see where we go with this technology.”

How Cloud 
and Al are 
Transforming 


Physical Security

you've been following the latest news 
and trends, you've probably heard a lot 
of talk about artificial intelligence (AI) 
and the cloud. But for traditional lock- 
smiths who have spent much of their 
time creating key systems, duplicat- 
ing keys, installing/replacing doors, or 
simply helping people who are locked 
out of their home or business, these 
buzzwords may not seem very relevant. 

‘They are now. Make no mistake, if 
you're in the security industry, these 
trends will have a massive impact on 
your business ~ if they're not already. 
‘And if you're a locksmith, under- 
standing and embracing “the cloud,” 
in particular, will be crucial to grow- 
ing your business and staying relevant 
as the security industry rapidly evolves. 


Demystifying the Cloud 

To begin with, let's define “the cloud” 
in terms of physical security. Simply 
put, cloud-based physical security uses 
offsite servers for access control, video 
management and alarm monitoring. 
This allows users or security profes- 
sionals to access these systems from 
virtually any location through an app or 
web browser. Not only does this greatly 
simplify the remote management of 
security devices, including locks, but it 
also makes things much more conve- 
nient for users and provides alternative 
options for data storage. 
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There's an important distinction to 
make. A common misconception about 
cloud security is that its defined by remote 
storage of video. In reality, it simplifies, 
the remote management of the security 
devices and provides alternative options 
for data storage, That data can be stored 
remotely, on-site via the edge (on the 
device itself), or on an on-premise server. 


What's Driving the 
Move to the Cloud ? 
Were seeing a growing number of phys- 
ical security applications becoming 
more high-tech. Many locks, for exam- 
ple, utilize physical keys as a backup or 
secondary means of access, Other access, 
control solutions use touchscreens or 
even touchless systems, And as these 
products and solutions become increas- 
ingly digital, that data management is 
moving to the cloud, 
‘The current shift is being driven by 
four main trends: 
= Changing consumer expectations: 
‘As employees get more used to cloud 
technology in their personal lives, 
they've come to expect it at work as 
well. Consumers can unlock their 
front door without using a key. If the 
weather is particularly hot or cold, 
commuters can remotely start their 
car from miles away with their phone. 
‘The familiarity with these technol- 
ogies and expectations for their 


convenience has accelerated the rate 
of change on the professional side. 

= Network convergence: Security 
cameras, access control and other 
systems used to operate on their 
own networks, But as these systems 
have all increasingly moved to the IP 
network, its accelerated the adoption 
of cloud technology to manage them 
and the data they generate. Since 
many organizations don't have the 
physical space ~ or budget - to have 
on-site servers, cloud services have 
become an attractive option. 

= Demand for “as a service” models: 
‘As many organizations reduce their 
capital budgets, these purchasing 
models have grown in popularity. They 
offer an easier path to upgrade devices 
when they reach the end of their life- 
cycle, and provide an OpEx (operating 
expense; ie. “pay as you go”) financial 
alternative to help reduce the hoopsan 
organization has to jump through to 
purchase the necessary products, 

= Improved use cases: Locks, cameras 
and other access control devices that 
leverage Al or other advanced technol- 
ogies have additional capabilities and 
offer greater ROI. ‘This improves the 
use cases and drives greater demand for 
these devices, However, the data collec- 
tion capabilities mean they ofien need 
to be connected to the cloud. 


Why Locksmiths Should 
Embrace the Cloud 
If you haven't incorporated cloud solu- 
tions into the range of products you sell 
yet, now is the time to start. While it may 
require some new training or skillsets, 
“embracing the cloud” will have a vari- 
ety of benefits to your business. 
= Easier deployment: Simply put, 
cloud-based physical security devices 
are easier to deploy. Installation can be 
almost as simple as turning the device 
on and connecting it to the network. 
‘And software or firmware updates are 
automatically pushed out across the 
internet, eliminating the need to travel 
to the customer's site, Similarly, main- 
tenance is easier, since there are no 
on-site servers to manage or maintain, 
= Enhanced cybersecurity: It seems 


like every week there’s another news 
story about a major data breach, 
making cybersecurity a top-of-mind 
concern for every organization. 
Cloud-based physical security devices 
offer robust, built-in cybersecurity 
capabilities, providing peace of mind 
to your customers. 

* Greater revenue poten- 
tial: As mentioned earlier, 
cloud-based devices often 
go hand in hand with 
subscription as-a-service 
models. These offer lock- 
smiths an easy way to 
leverage recurring monthly 
revenue (RMR) opportu- 
nities, Additionally, the ability to use 
physical security devices in new appli- 
cations outside the traditional security 
realm provides opportunities to grow 
your business and expand your rela- 
tionship with existing customers. 


The Risks of Staying 

Where You Are 

Here's the bottom line: if you aren't 
talking to your customers about the 
cloud, someone else is. Network 
convergence means that new players 
who traditionally werent in the secu- 
rity industry are now entering the space, 
and they may already have cloud exper- 
tise. If you don't incorporate the cloud 
into your product and service offerings, 
there’s a real chance your customers 
might move on to someone who does. 

Additionally, the security profession, 
like many others, is facing a tight labor 
market. More locksmiths are reaching 
or nearing retirement, and there aren't, 
enough new workers entering the field to 
replace them. That younger talent is typi- 
cally tech-savvy and drawn to companies, 
that embrace new technologies. If your 
business isn't adopting new technologies, 
you may not be able to attract the right, 
talent, or even enough talent. 

You also run the risk of simply becom- 
ing irrelevant. ‘There will always be a need, 
for traditional hardware, but the cloud 
‘market is growing at a rapid pace, Accord- 
ing to Statista, the cloud security market, 
is expected to have an annual growth rate 
of more than 26% through 2029. Clearly,

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Choosing the Right 
Power Supply to Avoid 
Access Control Issues 
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nlike camera system power requirements, access 
control systems draw more current for locking 
hardware and during access control-related events. 
As the industry transitions from solenoid-based 
electric locking devices to motorized devices, 
demand for specific power supply requirements 
has also increased. 

‘The following summarizes, and is an update to 
a three-part series on Access Control Power that 
appeared in the October through December issues 
of Locksmith Ledger magazine in 2020. Those arti- 
cles detailed why power supply requirements are 
different for electronic access control (EAC) hard- 
ware vs other devices or fire and life safety systems, 
and that one size does not fit all. 
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pes of Power Su 
Switching Power Supplies 
Switching Power Supplies are typically designed for 
use with resistive or capacitive loads such as low 
voltage lamps, alarm panels, cameras and signaling 
devices. They are lighter in weight, efficient (less 
heat generated) and are cheaper to manufacture. 
‘The low price of switching power supplies often 
encourages their misapplication 

Switching power supplies are not recommended 
for use with access control and electric locks for 
several reasons. Typical switching power supplies 
have trouble handling the inductive loads produced 
by locking devices with coils or solenoids due to the 
limited current reserve available to handle periods of 
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»» Frequency Wave Chart 


high inrush, Excessive current draw (even 
for a short period of time) will briefly stop 
a switching supply from operating and 
may even permanently damage it. 
Another byproduct of the switch- 
ing power supply is a high frequency 
noise component (see chart above) 
that appears in the DC voltage output. 
‘A properly designed supply includes 
a filter circuit to reduce or eliminate 
this noise. Many switching power 
supplies do not include more effective 
output filtering due to cost constraints. 
‘The filter part of the supply can cost 
as much as the regulator circuit so a 
good high frequency filter is often left 
out. Although the noise will not harm 
a simple device like an electric strike, 
the noise may cause erratic operation 
of electronic equipment such as access 
controls, electronically controlled locks, 
panic bars and door controllers, caus- 
ing malfunctions and potential damage. 
‘These “low cost” switching supplies 
often require that you supply your own, 
power transformer and assemble these 
two components in your own box. ‘The 
result will be a NON-UL-listed power 
supply allowing an opportunity for local 
inspectors to not approve an installation. 


Linear Power Supplies 
Linear power supplies have been used for 
years for powering resistive, capacitive 
and inductive loads (devices with coils 
or solenoids, such as electromechanical 
and electromagnetic locks and strikes) 
due to their ability to handle large inrush 
currents. Since most of the DC filtering 
is done with large filter capacitors, there 


is plenty of reserve power and they can 
provide extra current for short periods 
of time without malfunction or damage. 

‘The outputs also free of high frequency 
noise found in switching power supplies, 
making them practical for use with 
access controls, 

However, the penalty in using a linear 
power supply is the heat generated by 
the regulator component of the supply 
due to its moderate efficiency. ‘The heat 
generated can lead to early failure of 
the temperature-sensitive components 
housed near the supply board. 


»» Hybrid Access Control Power Supplies 


Hybrid Power Supplies 

Hybrid Access Control Power Supplies 
are ideal for powering resistive, capac- 
itive and inductive loads ~ the type of 
unique power loads common to access 
control locking devices. Hybrid power 
supplies combine the efficiency (low 
heat generation) of a switching suppl 
and the rugged inductive load capabil- 
ity of a linear power supply. 

‘This can be accomplished by adding 
extra filtering to the output stage of the 
power supply to provide clean noise free 
power for access controls and enough 
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current reserve is available to reliably 
power inductive loads. Including built-in 
inductive kickback protection will enable 
high inrush protection caused by elec- 
triclock solenoids and motors. This type 
of hybrid power supply is a good over- 
all choice for powering all access control 
system components.

trouble later. This means you should 
carefully evaluate your project to 
avoid common installation and oper- 
ating problems. 

= Understand the power required 
and know the power available (if 
retrofitting)

tions have been done over the 
years affecting the capacity of the 
power supply? 

= Power supplies wear out, If more 
than 10 years old, replace it 

= Do all the products really work 
together? Take responsibility 

= Code Compliance - be aware 
of applicable regional and 
national codes 

= UL 294 — become familiar with this 
access control standard. Find out 
if your AHJ requires the installa- 
tion to be UL 294 compliant, and 
get your AHJ involved in your 
system design 

= Battery Backup Calculations - how 
Jong must the system function after 
power loss? 

= Low Voltage license - is one 
required in your jurisdiction? 

= Don't cheap out on recommending 
a quality system design 

= Plan not to come back, do it right 
the first time 

* Plan for future expansion - no one 
has ever needed less power for their 
facility’s access control system, 
Requirements change over time. 


Low Voltage Power 

With few exceptions, talking about 
Access Control Power concerns 
low-voltage, 12 or 24-volt DC power for 
most Access Control Systems. Unlike 
security camera/video systems typi- 
cally deployed throughout a facility, 
access control locking hardware draws 
more current, especially during an 
access control event - such as the lock- 
ing or unlocking of a device. Providing 
steady, low-voltage DC current requires 
a power supply to convert incoming AC 
voltage to DC. 


Calculating Current Load 
Before selecting power supplies for your 
access control system, you must calcu- 
late the power load (current) required 
for each door opening. Use a Door 
Checklist like this example to fill in 
values and calculate the current load: 


= Locking Device (____Amps) 
= Rex Button ( Amps) 

* Control Panel (___ Amps) 
« In/Out Readers (____ Amps) 
= Annunciator (____ Amps) 

* Tot Amps) 


Next, add a 30% safety margin. 
Combine these values for an overall 
system total, as well as subtotals per 
floor or building. ‘This will help you to: 
* Determine what size power supply 
is needed 
# Select and locate the appropriate 
power supply components 

= Determine wire gauge requirements 
based on load, cable distance and 
voltage drop 


Voltage Drop 

Power supply voltage will drop over 
long cable distances due to wire resi 
tance. Operating access control devices 
with inadequate or excess voltage makes 
them run hotter, wear out faster, oper- 
ate erratically or not at all. A good rule 
of thumb for access control devices is 
that voltage drop cannot exceed 5% 
of the supply voltage. There are many 
free voltage drop calculators avail- 
able on the Internet to obtain a voltage 
drop calculation by simply entering the 
wire gauge, voltage, distance and load 
current (Amps). 
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Centralized Power 

Before proceeding, you'll need to 
consider what type of power system - 
Centralized or Distributed - is best for 
your installation as it will greatly affect 
your Voltage Drop calculations. If your 
project involves multiple doors, there 
are pros and cons to using one large 
centralized power supply to meet the 
system requirements. The pros and cons 
of centralized power deployment are:

‘The point can be made that it is also 
easier to service everything at the point, 
of failure in a Distributed Power system, 
for example. 


Dual Voltage Ouput 
Dual Voltage Output is frequently 


required when powering access control 
panels at 12VDC and door locking 
devices at 24VDC. 

Look for 12/24VDC linear power 
supplies with various current output 
capabilities and/or add-in 12VDC 
regulator modules to provide output 
for access controllers, readers, or other 
devices. 


What Else to Look For 

In a Power Supply 

Much of the selection criteria for a 

power supply depends on your specific 

project application. However, there are 

some features worth recommending: 

« Field selectable 12 or 24VDC, regu- 
lated and filtered 

* Auto resetting output circuit 
protection 

= Backup battery with isolated 
battery charger 

= Low battery disconnect 

« Emergency release input (also the 


fire alarm input) 
= Input, output and battery 

status LED's 

‘The quality and reliability of elec- 
trified hardware brands in today’s 
industry is very high, And unless it was, 
improperly installed or damaged during 
installation on your project, the device 
is probably going to reliably operate for 
years to come. 

However, if you don't add consider- 
ation of power and the power supply, 
you may be headed for trouble down 
the road. 

Don't forget, industry associations 
like ALOA (wwwaloa, org), ESA (www. 
esaweb.org) and others have a wealth of 
information, tools and training to assist, 
you in your electrified door hardware 
and access control projects.

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AI and Access Control, 
Perfect Together? 


Rob Rowe, who runs the AI Lab at HID, offers insights and 
concerns as security continues to leverage the power of AI

he rise of artificial intelligence (Al) within secu- 
rity is fraught with both hope for its capabilities and 
caution of the unknown, as many are not ready to 
completely hand over the keys to kingdom to this 
exciting new technology revolution within elec- 
tronic access control and the mainstream pub) 

Currently, just 22% of end users say they are using 
Al to optimize the accuracy of threat detection 


and prediction in security programs, with those 
who are (44% of them) using it for data analyt- 
ics, according to the latest findings from the HID 
2024 State of the Security Industry Report, which 

gathered responses from 


2,600 partners, 
end users, 
and 
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security and IT personnel worldwide, across a 
range of job titles and organization sizes repre- 
senting more than 11 industries, 

In addition to analytics, 11% said they are using 
Al-enabled RFID devices, 15% are using Al-en- 
abled biometrics and 18% have Al supporting their 
physical security solutions. Looking to the future, 
35% of end users surveyed report they will be test- 
ing or implementing some AI capability in the next 
three to five years. 

“AL is certainly a hot topic, and it is good to see 
the enthusiasm and the natural questions about 
how it can be applied [within security] and what 
we should be doing,” says Rob Rowe, Ph.D., who 
is VP of the AI and Machine Learning (ML) Lab 
at HID, which has been in existence since 2018 
“Looking at that 35%, though, I have to wonder 
why that number isn't the remainder of the 22% ~ 
so why isn't it 78% ... those other folks?” 

As Rowe points out, there are numerous use 
cases for security that are driving continued 
interest in Al and how it can be leveraged for 
more than just efficiencies in human tasks, 
like identifying anomalies or poring over 
data. In addition to using Al for data 
analytics to rapidly unearth trends, 
patterns and anomalies not visible 
to the human eye, Rowe points out 
that Al-powered analytics can iden- 
tify low- and high-risk scenarios 
and can help to automate risk-based 
decision-making, 

“Looking at it abstractly, secu- 
rity products, as you know, are 
always a tradeoff between security 
and convenience,” he explains. “And 

you can define curves that relate to 
the more security, the more incon- 


venient it becomes for the authorized 
user, and the more convenient for the 


authorized user, the less secure it is 
against the bad guys. What AI does 
is, rather than riding along that curve, 
or different points on that curve, it 
allows you to shift that curve; it allows 
you to get greater security and greater 
convenience” 

He continues, “AI to me is an enor- 
mous motivation to move the curve 
instead of just choosing optimum 
points. And then, of course, there are 
cost efficiencies, reductions of latency 

. all those sorts of things that are 
general across every industry, not just 
the security industry” 

‘The following interview looks at 
what Rowe and his team are research- 
ing at the lab, the role of Al in security 
within the next 5-10 years, as well as 
his concerns about negative stories 
surrounding AI ~ such as recent 
instances where inaccuracies and false 
information were provided by Google 
Gemini, for example - and possible 
legislation that could arise and hinder 
progress and research within security 
and elsewhere as a result of negative 
press or outcomes. 


LOCKSMITH LEDGER: Please talk about 
your role at the Al/ML Lab. 


ROWE: ‘Ihe role for me and my team is, 
really doing advanced R&D. Most of the 
projects are on a three- to five-year out 
time horizon, so were not driven today 
by the market trends of the moment. 
Were driven more by looking at that time 
horizon and saying, ‘what do we see five 
years from now and what do we need to 
do to getina place to meet that directive?" 

My team works out of the CTOS office 
(Ramesh Songukrishnasamy is HID’s 
CTO and SVP of Engineering), so we get 
involved in different business areas and 
in different internal functions. We get 
involved with activities going on at the 
parent company level, the ASSA ABLOY 
level, so we move throughout the orga- 
nization at all different levels, partner 
on projects, all different applications 
including some products. Basically, if 
there's a business problem at hand and 
lots of data, weld love to get involved in 
those situations. 


LL: Can you give an example of a partic 
ular product that came out of the lab, so 
to speak, and is now available? 


ROWE: HID just introduced a facial 
recognition system, a multispectral 
facial recognition system, which 
my team developed the earli- 
est versions of, and we were 
doing the early prototyp- 

ing. I personally have been 

in the biometric industry for 
several decades, and started 

a company which had multi- 
spectral fingerprint sensors 
and multispectral fingerprint 
sensors that HID acquired and really 
was the foundation of the new multi 
spectral facial recognition system. 


LL: Expanding on that last question, 
please talk about what you are working 
onat the lab and how some of that work 
will manifest in other new products and 
solutions? 


ROWE: Getting back to the conversa- 
tion we started with security versus, 
convenience; we are working in areas, 
that increase convenience ~ something 
called intent detection. So being able to 
understand not only when a person is, 
close to a door, but when they're close 
to a door and intend to go through it, 
as that’s important to increase conve- 
nience and to avoid security issues as 
you can imagine. 

For example, let’s say you have a 
security system that automatically 
unlocks the door when an authorized 
person is intending to go through it, 
but instead of properly recognizing the 
intention to pass through the door, the 
system just looks at proximity, so every 
time an authorized person walks down, 
a hallway, all the doors unlock, which 
is not a very secure system. So, we are 
focusing on ways to bring together 
security and convenience through 
sophisticated intent detection. 

We are also continuing the journey 
of the fusion of mobile devices with 
physical access systems, which isa very 
ripe area for work that my team and 
others are doing. That computer and 
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sensor network that you carry around 
in your pocket has gota lot of valuable 
information to combine with physical 
access control systems in various ways. 
Somewhat tangential to physical 
security, although it touches on it, is 
real time location services ~ being 
able to use an RFID tag, for 
‘example, to identify a person 
oranasset, such as in hospital 
environments ~ identifying 
where doctors and nurses 
are and where important 
equipment or even patients 
are, That's an area that we 
are embarking on deploying 
state-of-the-art Al methods to increase 
accuracy, position estimation accuracy 
and simultaneously decrease latency. 
‘And this touches security in a variety 
‘of ways, especially with emergency notifi- 
cation where you want to know with high 
certainty and quickly where that person is 
so you can get the right resources to that 
area as fast as possible. That's where we're 
seeing real gains in introducing artificial 
intelligence and moving away from some 
of the traditional methods of doing posi- 
tion estimation. 


LL: Is that because AI/ML is able go 
through all that data faster? And is Al 
having the most success when there is 
big data? 


ROWE: That's part of it - that contrib- 
utes to the latency reduction. But the 
other thing that I can do is sort through 
more data that might be discrepant 
under classical assumptions. 

You know, a lot of the algorithms that 
are used classically assume RF (radio 
frequencies) have certain characteristics 
“That's not the case when you get in the 
real world with metal girders and infra- 
structure that distorts the RF signals, The 
classic assumptions dorit work as well, so 
Al is able to take that into account and 
give you much better accuracy by consid- 
ering the real-world characteristics. 

And yes, it is about data volume, so 
a variety of different kinds of larger 
enterprise organizations, within differ- 
ent verticals, can really benefit from AI 
because of the volume of the data they 
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are producing, such as companies with 
hundreds and thousands of employees, 
for example, 


LL: Can data mining using Al/ML be bene- 
ficial on a smaller scale? 


ROWE: It depends on the specific instance 
that we're discussing but certainly AI 
can help. 

T'll give you an example with data 
coming from different smaller systems 
with multiple formats of data that you'd 
like to combine. Historically, you'd have 
to manually figure out how these data 
streams can be combined in some sort of, 
uniform way, but now you can use Al to 
do that sort of massaging of data and be 
able to create uniform data streams from 
disparate systems. And in that sense, it 
can really help with heavy lifting. 


LL: How long before security can start 
to use Al to create a more predictive and 
preventative approach to securing build- 
ings, assets and people soto start to alert 
Us of possible events before they happen 
based on priordata and info? Is this already 
happening or the holy grail, so to speak? 


ROWE: I think certainly people are 
doing it, not universally, but I think 
looking forward in time they'll be more 
and more, Prediction is alittle bit tricky 
in so much as there's always the unex- 
pected, so if you're planning for some set 
of scenarios, almost invariably, another 
scenario comes along in the real world 
that you hadn't planned for. We talked 
about anomaly detection where you're 
trying to capture all the things that are 
normal and then identifying what’s not 
normal. Right now, I think anomaly 
detection, in general, is one of the most 
important tools in the Al arsenal. 


LL: And does that still involve training on 
a machine learning level? 


ROWE: Yes, machine learning is abso- 
lutely critical, especially based on the 
use cases and the data volumes used. 
‘Training is important by somebody 
but today, with so-called foundation 
models or frontier models, training is 


already being done by big tech, which, 
makes it available to others to then 
adapt. And this is onerous train- 

ing, for example, and people 
throw around numbers 
like $100 million to 
train a language 
model, which 
most compa- 
nies can't do, 
but using that 
existing train- 
ing model and 
adapting it to 
specific purposes, 
we can apply it. 

‘The other thing 
that’s going on, partic- 
ularly in the open-source 
community, is these foundation models 
are getting better, they are getting smaller, 
and they occupy less memory, less compu- 
tational resources, so adopting them 
and training them doesn't take nearly 
the amount of data. As these founda- 
tion models, cloud services, and these 
open-source models become smaller, 
the training requirements reduce. 

‘The other thing that's happening is a 
move to the edge and being able to have 
sophisticated computations occur at the 
edge device rather than going back to 
some cloud service somewhere. We're 
seeing more and more of the conflu- 
ence of smaller, more powerful local 
models with more capable edge-device 
computational units, the neural process 
ing units. Being able to combine all that, 
together allows us to bring more capa- 
bilities to people, and doing it at the 
edge has a variety of different benefits. 


LL: What are your thoughts on some of 
the bad press Google was getting for its, 
Gemini release and giving bad informa- 
tion? Do negative stories such as this, 
or with ChatGPT, Claude, etc., impact 
people's trust of Al and using it? 


ROWE: Right now, I would say with 
ChatGPT, Gemini, and Claude, I think 
there is a growing awareness for sure, 
and with that comesa growing concern, 
And the most concrete manifestation of 
that concern is the regulatory environ- 
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ment where were following regulations 
that different regions are adopting, 
which aren't always well aligned. 
‘There are different regu- 
lations in different 
places, touching on 
different aspects 
of AI systems, 
so not only are 
they evolving 
in time, but 
they're differ- 
ent per region. 
‘That makes for 
complex environ- 
ment to introduce 
products under. Were 
thinking about that even 
in the early stages, so how do 
we meet privacy requirements? How do 
‘we meet informed consent requirements? 
How do we meetall these regulatory stan- 
dards that are coming into view? 


LL: Where do you see Al going in the 
next 5-10 years, especially as it relates 
to security and access control? Any big 
predictions, or cautions/concerns? 


ROWE: I think routine tasks, tedious 
tasks in access control, such as some 
poor person sitting in a room monitor- 
ing multiple video feeds ... there's no 
reason why it shouldn't go away, and 
the technology, if not there today, very 
soon will make that sort of a routine 
task. So routine monitoring, we'll just 
see more and more Al coming in, free- 
ing up people to respond better to those 
alerts Al is generating. 

One area that is under-appreciated is 
the impact that large language models 
have on the user interface. I think 
language models really are defining that, 
next user interface; it’s that kind of new 
epoch that we're entering, and we're just 
at the earliest point in time in that. 

My concerns would be, as you alluded 
to, bad press. If somebody implements 
something, such as in the security indus- 
try, they implement something poorly 
and somehow it shines a negative light 
on that technology area, then other 
companies that implemented it prop- 
erly are adversely affected by it 1

hether they're in favor of locksmith 
licensing or opposed to it, locksmiths 
have to comply with the regulations in 
place in their state (or sometimes city or 
county), Unfortunately, every state does 
things a little differently. Requirements 
almost always include criminal back- 
ground checks and fees. In some cases, 
they also include training, continuing 
education and even passage of a lock- 
smithing exam. 

Ilinois, a state that currently has some 
ofthe most stringent locksmith licensing 
requirements in the country, is sched- 
uled to end locksmith licensing in 2029. 
Currently, Illinois requires licensing and 
agency fees, a background check and 
passing a proficiency exam. 

Nationally, only 13 states have licens- 
ing requirements: Alabama, California, 
Connecticut, Illinois, Louisiana, Mary- 
land, Nevada, New Jersey, North 
Carolina, Oklahoma, Oregon, ‘Texas 
and Virginia. Nebraska and ‘Tennes- 
see repealed their locksmith licensing 
requirements in 2021. New York City; 
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‘Nassau County, New York; Miami; and 
Hillsborough County, Florida; have their 
own licensing laws. 

Even in states that don't have lock- 
smith licensing requirements, most 
cities or counties require business 
licenses for commercial lockshops. 

Locksmith Ledger has compiled a 
breakdown of requirements in 2024, 
along with links to the regulatory agen- 
cies that issue locksmith licenses. Here's 
our report. 


Alabama 

In Alabama, all locksmiths must be 

licensed through the Alabama Elec- 

tronic Security Board of Licensure 

(AESBL). Licensing requirements differ 

for company licenses and individual 

licenses, Every licensed locksmith will 

have a picture ID issued by Alabama.

Like Alabama, California requires 
individual and company licenses. An 
individual applying for a locksmith 
license must specify in the application 
the person who will manage the busi- 
ness on a day-to-day basis.

In spring 2024, ‘The Illinois 
General Assembly voted to let all lock- 
smith licensing requirements “sunset” 
in 2029, a move aimed at easing restric- 
tions for potential locksmiths wanting 
to enter the field. Lawmakers have said 
that some less restrictive requirements 
may be added down the road. 

Licensing requirements for funeral

‘Assuming you have a clear back- 
ground, the quickest and least expensive 
way to become a licensed locksmith is 
to find a reputable lockshop that belongs 
to a trade association, such as the Texas 
Locksmiths Association, and work as an, 
apprentice for a couple of years. The lock- 
shop will register you with the state and 
get youa locksmith pocket card so you're 
legal. After two years of consecutive full- 
time work, you may contact the PSB to 
schedule a Qualified Managers exam. If 
you pass, you can become the Qualified 
‘Manager of your own lockshop. 

Your other option for becoming a Texas 
licensed locksmith is to do the following:

While locksmiths aren't licensed by the 
state, any locksmith performing more 
than $5,000 per year, either residen- 
tial or commercial work, is required by 
the state to have a Home Improvement 
Contractors license.

An engineered split 
strike plate keeps oversized cabinet swing- 
ing doors securely in place and protected 
from intrusion. 

Locks for traffic and utility enclo- 
sures: Ruggedized cabinet locks for 
unmanned infrastructure cabinets like 
traffic control and utility enclosures repre- 
sent another opportunity for locksmiths. 
A simple-to-install integrated online 
cabinet lock provides a reliable and safe 
way to protect physical assets stored in 
these types of unmanned enclosures and, 
includes locked state monitoring. The 
surface-mount device installs quickly 
with minimal tools and integrates with 
existing access control systems for visi- 
bility and 24/7 monitoring. 

Smart cabinet controls for data 
centers: A steady uptick in data centers 
has necessitated special locking devices 
with data audit trails and encryption 
to prevent unauthorized takeover or 
cyber-attack. According to Grand View 
Research, the global data center as a 
service market is expected to increase at 
an annual rate of 25% from 2022 to 2030.

OSDP Means More Possibilities 
‘The big news for locksmiths and integra- 
tors is that it’ easier to serve this market 
with intelligent Open Supervised Device 
Protocol (OSDP) server cabinet locks that 
install with as few as four wires. 

‘The latest cabinet locks are a big step up 
in technology and follow OSDP, a Secu- 


rity Industry Association (SIA) access 
control communications standard which 
offers secure, point-to-point encryption 
between the reader and the control panel. 

With OSDP, access control is 
expanded beyond the reader so the lock 
can be controlled digitally. OSDP now 
allows us to control these cabinets with 
four wires from the control panel to the 
locking hardware ~ as opposed to what 
would normally require between eight to 
12.wires. Traditionally you control eight, 
doors off one control panel; the four- 
wire OSDP allows control of 32 doors on 
one panel, a huge labor, cost and mate- 
rial savings. What previously would have 
required four individual panels in the 
past has now been reduced to one. 

Intelligent server cabinet locks also 
integrate with enterprise access control 
software for complete visibility into 
connected lock enclosures. Interfacing 
with the platform provides monitor- 
ing of door status, tamper and switches 
over the hardwired device back to the 
controller, Most access control systems 
have embedded OSDP functionally on 
their controller, which allows connec- 
tion to all server cabinet locks and 
point-to-point encryption — minimizing 
potential risk from man-in-the-middle 
attacks. Server cabinet locks can also 
be wired with Wiegand or HID multi- 
CLASS SE* contactless card technology 
and a key override system. 

Cabinet locks are a great way for lock- 
smiths familiar with hardwired locks 
to move into new areas and shift their 
business into integrated, online devices 
controlled with a larger access control 
platform, If you're looking for opportu-
